They 
have sever beard of seach a town. And vet 
Cervera ie eme of the most beautiful, and per- 
hape the moet siagulsrly situated towns in tha 
Repeblic. Spanish Americans of the far south 
are famous for knowing next to noth ing of their 
country three lesgues beyond the circle within 
whieh trey were torn. Tost area is wice encagh 
for their world, There are many ex ceptions of 
course te thie general geograpbical ignors:.ce. 
Bat each is the rule among ali classes. 

Directly north of Mount Cauqeibambs, the 
coast range of mountains divides inte two sepa: 
rate obains, —s —— to each othr 
in a direction N. W. aad 8. E., forming between 
them « narrow, fertile {roma taree to 
fifteen miles im width, the rauge of mountains 
and valley terminating together jast to the 
southward of the Chincha islands, where « 
breadth of some ten jesgues of level land at 
the coast rises by s gentle slope eastward, the 
belt gradually widening inland, and extending 
entirely sctoes the country to Bolivis, abcat the 
territory of the Moxas Indiane. 

Taree leagues within this Andean valley to- 
wards ite northwest terminus, aud about eqal. 
distant from Ayacucho, Gaamanga, Guaneave- 
lica, Pisco and Ica, which stand around it in o 
remi-circ'e, is the quiet, quaint, and earlous va!- 
ley of Oervera—very ancient io its origin, and 
excredivgly Jodian in ali ite charactorietice. 

Toough Lake Reyes, situated « Htt'e more 
than a handred miles northeast froma Lima, has 
the credit of baing the source of the Amszon, 
in reality it ie only the source of ope of the 
minor branches of the great River Ucayale, 
whieh npites with the Ticguragua om the cor- 
fises of Eyuedor, more than a thousand miles 
away to the northweet form the great Brexilian 
tiver, A beautiul stream, rising just north of 
Mount Couquibamba a hundred miies nearer the 
Pacific than Lake Reyes, and flowing north west- 
wardly through the valley of O.ivenca to its ter- 
minus, and then sweeping away tothe easiward, 
falling into the Ucayale some five leagues to the 
southward of Gaamangs, is probably better er- 
titled to be called the sourve of the Amexon; 
instead of whioh it is denied even an exiatence 
on the modern atias 

At the distance of about two loegues in the 
valley above Cervera, the Silrea divides ixio 
two «qual streams of no great breadth or vo- 
lume, Giverging at first gradually for a mile, and 
then rua parallel to each otber in an air line 
about five hundred yards asunder, flowing with 
& gentle current, with an average and very uni- 
form depth of about two fvet, over level beds 
of very beautiful variegated pebbles. Too hanks, 
having rather an abrupt slope, and abocat twelre 
fect in height, are as uniform as the depth of 
water; end the distance kt woen them, ard al o 
between the two branches, is maintained with as 
much execinets as though the two stre ime were 
artificial water courses, constructed by clever 
engineering and consummate mechanical sii |. 
All along the course of the two streams the 
banké are grown up with Lelts of bananas, p\an- 
taing, Orange, lime, peach, olive, anda variety of 
wild plum trees, several of them affordiog deli- 
cious fruit, while the valley generally is a con- 
tinuous meadow of a better quality of grasa 
than we had found elsewhere in the country, io- 
terepersed with groves and miniature forests of 
cocoanut and tall weving pala tices, mingled 
with fruit and nut-bearing troes and flowering 
shrubs common to the tropics 

Having contioued their direct course for the 
Cistance of about seven miles, the two branches 
bend to the eastward, and then sweep round in 
8 circle almost as exact as can be drawn on 
p per, ail the while maintaining their reletive 
distances, depth of water, and uniformity of 
binks, coming around to within three hundred 
yards of where they begin to eweep cff to the 
castward, when they bend abruptly to the nor‘h- 
ward, and about two miles farther on unite again 
in a elogle etream. 

The circular epace eo nearly encloeed has an 
area of some three quarters of a mile diameter, 
riciog regularly on all eides in a smooth sur- 
{.ced cone, the centre of which is pe:haps a 
hundred and Atty feet above the eurfvee of the 
surroundiog streams. The ciroular belt between 
the two channels riaea also from the banks on 
eich side more abruptly than the central cune, 
to an altitude of a hundred feet; but inswad of 
Presenting a cniform surface, all slong its apex 
there are tumuli, or circular mounde, varying ia 
tieic distance from each other from fifty to two 
hundred yards, with bares from twenty to 
seventy-five feet, and in height varying from ten 
to thirty. All these cones ere grown over with 
low bugher, grass, end innumerable verietize cf 
vines aad pretty plante everisetingly in bioorm. 

Oa all sides of the great central cone, from 
base to spex, is built the village cf Corvera—a 
quaint, curious town, as haa already ben ob- 
terved, aud very Indion in ite features, sa sie 
the inhabisenta in thele oustoms and characte:- 
istics; though in reality no more Indians thaa 
taey are Spaniards, and only that by veceselty 
they speak an eer Spanish patois, they 
te no more Spaniards than they are Netber- 
landers. It is true they are descended from the 
‘wo racve, but forgetting the traditions and 
idclatrous ceremonies of their Inca ancestors, 
and deep'sing the creeds, customs, and charac- 
teriaticg of their Caucasian forefathers, they 
uave by time and seclusion become a better race 
of modern Peruviana. 

The founders of Cervera provably took the 
epiral ehell of the great land enall ss model 
for their town, as there is but a single narrow 
Street ia the whole village, on¢ that & coptina- 
ous spiral ore rusning round sad round the 
cone trom left to right, and goimg gradually tp 
like the thread of a screw, from base to apex 
Toe babitations are no more than buta; bat 
unusually neat, and for the climate, com‘ortah'e 
oneé—ael) alike, built 0: woven bamboo like 
fancy baskets, one-rtoried, two-roomed, roofed 
¥-t0 palm leaves, or coomanut bark, floored with 
split bamboo, with bandeomely woven mate for 
Goora, and window sereens. There are straight 
passages, or alleys about four ic st wide, ratning 
up and down the hill, dividing the spiral etreet 
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gcther at thetep. These direct rou'es nerm@tt 
pedretrians to go up and down by shot euts, 
and ave eonventest for bringing ep wood, water 
and all oatside evpplies; but when we entered 
the town on horsedsck, oor destination being 
the suramit of the bi)l, we rode thirteen times 
arvund it befure coming to oar jourvey’s end. 


town ba'lt tp 80 comptetly of euch tin ‘er-fike 
materis! shou'd have 60 escaped destructive oon 
figretions, as every family uses Ere for cooking, 
and instes' of exercising amy apparent pre- 
cation, we Come thera more cereless than 
any poople we bad ewer reen. And yet eo wore 
eseured tha wo conGagreti.n bad ever oceurred, 
Indee! there could rot ave been, without 
sweeping out of existence every vestige of the 
town. 

Thouzh living meim!y in thelr qacer, conioal 
towa, the Cerverans are ali 1 pastorial end agri- 
cultural people, having thelr focks and herds in 
the valley, and cultivating ounsidarable tracte of 
corn, rice, millet aud seme coffee, as well as 
very foe vegeiabkes of elmos: all kinds, In 
carrying on their farwing, gardening and stock 
crowing operations, they divide famiiles, which 
ia alaoat all are numer ooreisting 
of twoand three generations, and from fifteen 
to thirty members te each household, one por- 
tlon living in tents woven of or made of 
raw hides, in the country, while the other half 
live in town, apinniog, weaving, man 

such wares as their needs demand, and bringing 
in fcom the campo taeir eeppiles of provisions. 
Thus they divide themeelves and their |asbors, 
relieving exch other four times a year, so that 
all are three mouthe eitisene and manufacturere, 
and ia their tuin farmers, gardeners and stock 
owers—-another feature of South Ameriean 
iviliaation that was entirely pew to us. 

By some sort of a charter or perpetual grant 
obtained in the early days of the Peruvian vice- 
royalty, and twive confirmed by modern legisla. 
tlon, the Cerverane hold twenty leagues in length 
end a'l the bieadth of the valley by paying to 
the government sn insignifoant tax in kind, 
whict for tuc past Gfty years has never bean ool- 
leoted, leaving them masiers of the situation, 
only nominaliy Pesuvian citizens, literally their 
own masters, free aud independent, Of politics 
they nei:her know por care anything, tnd es jitle 
about the fashions ard follies, arte ond require- 
meuts of civilized society, though, like the Joens 
ia geveral, they are themselves by far the most 
civi! and hospitable peuple it was our forvane to 
meet with in Peru. 

Oa the summit of tue main mound on which 
the city is built, etands a fiae old adube church, 
long in disuse, but always maintained ia admi- 
rable order aud repsic by the people, not one of 
whom «ver beard a sermon or Corietian prayer, 
or koelt in religioua worebip in thei: liver, More 
than a hundred end fifty yeare syo,a good man, 
Padre Beuieto, Bishop of Lima, thinking lt « 
great wickedness, and a scapda! to the Churoh 
to permit sheee valley barbarians to iive in 
heathen ignorance and “ die ae the brute dieth,” 
ceused the fine church that caps the mound to 
be erected, decorated it with paintings, endowed 
it with ali the gew-yew glitter of gold and im- 
poeing parapbernalia peculiar to the churches 
of thove times and countries, thinking by the 
gorgeous display to altracs the savages to the 
eacred slrine, ad compel their conversiun to the 
Obristian faic1. 

It waa all a mistake of the good bishop. The 
pomp, magnificence, sn! golden gliter wae all 
dazzling and very eaperb; but the simple, civi- 
lizad savages ‘“ coulcu't eve it,” or elec seeing 
through and beyond it, tuey discovered the trap 
it coucealed, intended to make them elaves of 
the state and vassals of the Opnrch—and after 
ihe zealous labors of pious priests for a score of 
yeara, without converting, oe we were informed, 
a tingle heathen, the wission was abandoned, 
and the Ceveraus arguing that so beautifal and 
well-appointed a structure ought not to be per- 
witved to go to wreck, bad takcu great pains to 
preserve itia perfect repair. Tavy had never 
been visited by such a party as ours before, and 
beving no pasadas, no public buildiogs, and no 
private accommodations witLout turniog half 
a-dezen families out doors, they did the very 
thing which pleased us best~ conducted us to 
the grand structure, which s buudred and filty 
years ago bad beca dedicated to Sin Jose, bat 
which in modern times caps their conical city as 
an imposing, useless cactie. 

Having received a warm weicome aud being 
placed ia poscession of our “ //vic/ de Universe,” 
Kate christened it, our friende bade us in mean- 
iag, though in otber words, to take no heed as 
to what we should eat or diink, fur they would 
supply us with all we required. They did, and 
five times more—only the drinking, beyond the 
water, which wes pure, cool, and good, was 
moet abominable; it being a sour, fermented 
whey, in which the warcotic plant fal was 
boiled, coloring the odious tiuld a bright ver- 
dizria green. Toe Cerveraus are immocerutely 
fond of this nasty parcotic ewil!, and in their 
simplicity eupposiog we mist be, brought us at 
least forty gallons of the eteif with our first 
rations. Tbe other liquid was the common beve- 
rage of all that portion of I’eru, msoufactured 
from green corn and cane wyrup, distilled to- 
getber. The drinking of « gill of thia lecn 
Chenique is faiily equivalent to swallowing en 
equal quantity of eq uelortis, qualified with epirite 
of tarpentine, 

Our foo eupplies were inex ceptionsble. Five, 
fat pigs, puliets, lambs, freen eggs, whole ham- 
pers of them—enperior, criep recetab.es, freed 
beef, fish, and irvits in variety and profusion ; 
rice, rich miik, and very fair corn meal, beaun 
in mortars, the na'zs being firet partially roast- 
ed like coflee. All these etores were supplied 
in a raw etate, but we preferred them in that 
condition, aa there wos en ample eupply of fuel, 
and being provided with firet class cooke and aii 
needful kitchen utensile, we could have our 
meals prepared to our liking aod at such hours 
as suited us. 
There were severs! acres stout our hotel eur- 
rounded by a hieh wall, and wei! stocked witha 
great wariety of excellent fruit, and beeices 
ibere were epacione ont buildings, effording 
ample eabling ‘or oat avimals; and one of our 
cartiest dlactesione, after becomire erty | 
estatdGhed, wee the propriety of remaioing | 
our new qvarters vpti! the errival of the Fema 
relda et Tea. Aa, howcrer, there wee more 
than a hnun@red miles bet weer. ut and the coset, ' 
and much frtervent ¢ territory very interesting 
to be explored, the propoviticn was overrcied | 
by a small mejoriry, Next came up the novelty 
of our new catabMehment.

from their singular ow vatare, exsct prraileliem, 
and uniformity of banks and depth of channels, 
the fact wae quite as clearly eatablisbed ia our 
that the two streams flowing co regu- 
rly around the village ran in artificial courses. 
Then of course came the supposition that the 
circular ridge between the two sireams, and the 
tumull planted along ite crest, were also the 
werk of buman hands, 

This latter opinion we soon made a certainty 
by — more than a dosen of the moaude 
of all sizes, from the smallest to the largest, 
Gnding tn every instance within thew, immense 
numbers of bones and many entire skeletons of 
human beings, terre:tuial aud marine animale, 
birde, and fishes; and lu every mouad there 
were detacied bones and a few entire skele- 
tous of serpents, seme of which living must 
have been mach larger than any of the boas 
now in existences. There were skeletons of « 
marine bird ia etrnolure preoleely like the 
modern pelican, but many times larger, and a 
few of sea avimals very like the present sca- 
Hon of the Pacific coast; but ctherwise the 
bones were all of extinct epecies of mammals as 
well a birds, fishes, and serpents. 

There was a great deal of fice charcoal tn all 
the mounds opened, and many pieces of red 
pottery, with some entire specimens, o!l entirely 
unlike thoee in use among the native Peruvians, 
or exhumed from what ie known to be Peruvian 
tumull or the ruins of the ancient sun temples 
of the Tpcas. The human ekeletoas were fac- 
tiailies of thoce found In “e¢! Casa de Ouo,” 
near Alhambra, beiog of mall etature, ladica- 
tog a diminutive and efferninate race. 

aving ovumpleted our Investigations and 
argued the case, eumming up with ell the evli- 
dence at command, our unanimous conclusion 
was that these plgmy mortals, monstrous eer- 
pents, end queer animals, must have peopled the 
land and res of those regions many ages before 
the ostablishment of the great Peruvisn Empire 
under the Incas, and that the great plain run- 
ulog esatward from the Cuinchas and Joa, was 
ones an immenre estuary of the l’ac'fic, cutting 
far into the covtinent, it« south western shore 
terminating the valley of Olivenca, permitting 
ves-lione, pelicans, and marine moneters to visit 
these primitive peop'e at thelr very doors.

Then, why are ite women, who are so “ well 
to de” in every other eo poorly off ia 
health, in life-fores, thet they die in the beauty 
of or in the bloom of early woman- 
hood ? 


But we will leave marble monuments, with 
their fects and figures (which we own are somc- 
times false), and talk of the invalid band whom 
we have served for a score of years. During 
thie time we have heard more of “ General Do 
bility” among our ladies than of General Grent 
even. 

And the worst of it is that the women who 
suffer under “ General Debility” are not likely 
to be allowed to leave his service, uniess come 
new health regulations are instituted for them. 
It seems that -— of wealth has not brought 
increase of life or health for our women. 

Indulgent husbands and fond fathers furnish 
washerwomen, cooks, nurses and seamatresees 
to meet those family wants whic) were once met 
by the mother of house, sided by growing 
daughters, and still, with all thie help, our wo- 
men are worn out by family cares, and fade and 
fail early, despite summer renovation at the 
springs, the seaside or the mountaing. Oae bus- 
band tells me that his wife is “too delicate” to 
keep house, and, as seon as she is recruited at 
the Water Oure, he thinks they had better 
board. 

Another tells me that he thinks boarding 
does not agree with his wife, and when we get 
her once cured they will go to housekeepiog. 
Now, I do not expect either of these women, 
whether they keep house or board, to remain 
well when they get well, unless we can perme- 
nently correct certain physical or mental babite 
—one or both—which had more to do with 
their chronic infirmities than their labor or their 
lack of it. 

“Man is the architect of his own fortune,” 
we say, and so is women of ber own healt 
We can slowly and surely build up or repidly 
demolish. In this age, 20 rife with fashion and 
folly, she does more of the latter than the 
former. 

Deepite the flood of physiological light, she is 
out from under the reign of instinct and reason, 
and will seldom listen to science ; hence, women 
are, in more ways than need be, the “ wesker 
vessel.” It ia true, woman has her mental and 
physical peculiarities, which make her in some 
respects more seneitive, more impressible, more 
excitable than man; but in many cases these 
natural differercee have been abnormally in- 
creased. Horace Greeley said of Thomas Cuar- 
lyle, that he had ‘nursed hie oddities unti! they 
had become deformities.” 

We see many ladies who seem to u3 to have 
done the same—that ia, their pecaliar impressi- 
bility of system, which shon/d have been their 
grace, has become a grievance to all those most 
nearly allied to them. My worthy father, now 
in hie Siet year, and till fresh and cheerly, says 
that women’s constitutions have changed in bis 
dey. They used to be sick, but now they are 
only nervous ; they used to grt cross sometimes, 
but now they are on'y nervois; they used to 
get weak and tired, but now they are weary and 
nervous, Some years since Mre. Childs told the 
story of an old lady who was sick, and bad some 
peculiar symptoms which the attendants could 
pot comprehend, and some one suggested they 
might be nervous. ‘Ob, no,” said the old lady, 
“that can’t be, becsuse I was born before 
nerves was in fashion |" Moet of the women I 
meet were born since that time; however, to this 
ru'e there are some happy exceptions. 


Among the photographs of frienda I fiad two 
faces rich and ripe; one taken at 50, the other 
at (0 years of age; one the mother of ten chil- 
dren, the other of thirteen; both of them real 
workicg women, housekeepers and mothers, not 
in name merely, but in deed, and «till these two 
faces are less expressive of wear and worry than 
that of many a woman at i) years of age. 
F ces like these then our faith in the 
physicsl possibilities of womanhood, that the 
modern wife might be like the one in the first 
Eden—a help-meet, a suitable assistant. Then 
why is she ¢0 very o’ten sickly, so sensitive, so 
sentimental that her husband don’t know what 
to do with her, and so brings ter to a Water 
Cure and says: “ Now, if she were only well, we 
should be the bapplest couple iu the world. As 
it la, when I come home from the store or office 
and want a cheerly, chatty time to rest me, i 
fiud my wife overworked and worried about the 
servants and housekeeping, aud she fel: grieved 
that I don’t eympathize with ber or relieve ber, 
and I don't knew bow to do cither, though I am 
ready to cmploy a doctor or hire girls when she 
desires.”

There is no other avocation in which men en- 
gece, that affords so many hints of itself by 
which one may by observation alone acquire 
practical knowledge, as do sgricultural pur 
eu'ta. In mechanics there aie no natural sug 
gretions from the material to be wrought. In 
merosptile pursuils, tect, a business education, 
and a geversl knowledge of the |awe of trade is 
an arbitrary requirement. In the arta, unless 
genius jeade, all attempts at excelknce are 
failures. To bea eucoces’ul farmer one need 
not be « brilliant genius, a learned pundit, ora 
critical flaancier. It ie only ceoresary that he 
should be possessed of mediccre perceptive 
faculties, a fair share of sound, praciical com 
mon sense, and be something of a natural phi- 
loeopher. With these, and so much industry 
and epplication as are mquirites of success in 
ary other calling, a farmer cannot fail to make 
agriculture, or any of ite iccidental branches, a 
profi able investment of time and money. 

In all rural affairs, Nature herself ie a con 
stant guide—cver at ove's elbow offering valu- 
able Lints and suggestions; showing to the far 
mer with an unerring hand bis own mistakes or 
here, end promptly poluts toa beter practice. An 
iacxperienoed farmer plants too early or late, 
seeds too thickly or rparingly, covers hie pota- 
toce or corn too deep or shallow, cultivates too 
litale, and cute bie grain or grass out of season, 
and while his errore bave pot produced fata! 
leiores, rcsolte tell him in what manner he can 
¢cobetur, By observation he learns the bitter 
preciice and stcocss of bis more experienced 
Deighbor, and copying ome secures the other. 
Osservation shows bim the errore and mirtak«s 
of others, and om non sense tesches him to 
avoid them. Jn ehort constant and close obser- 
vation is sq iality as necessary to agricaltural 
os) a4 are propitious seasons and the pro- 
prietorship of laud. 


Ecoxovr ts Caorrixe 


Many and continual are the mistakes made by 
farmers, gratiers, and gardeners everyebere ip 
the matter of cropping land. \ ery few make 
ihe most they might in crops from a given area, 
and those who do, almost invariably do so to 
their own damage and that of the soil as we!! 





Va the riob, rolling prairies of the West, the 
farmer ;'ante corp, or pute In wheat conseco- 


—— 


| tively for ten, twelve, or fifteen years, with gradu- 
ally diminishing returne, wondering the while at 
le sening dividends, and finally fairly dumbfcund- 
ed that Lis eoil, so bleck and rich looking, with 
favorable seasons and unciminished care and 
culture, ehould yield but nine or ten bushels of 
wheat or twenty of corn per acre. He has for- 
gotten the fact that continual tread mill exereiss 
ia @ killing pestime—that even the beet kept 
horee may be worked to death. That dark, rich- 
looking preirie soil is not exhansted of ite ele- 
ments of fertility. It is still rich in most of the 
constituents of plantlife and growth. But it 
has been overworked. Jt re«jaires res’, and ex- 
evclse of apetber kind. Give it two or three 
scasons to grass, then one to potatoes, end fol- 
low with turnips, mangolds, or sugar-beete. 
They are all profitable, and the eoil that gives 
grudgingly but a minimum crop cf corn or 
wheat, will afford a mex mum one of these, 
while at the same time it is regsining ite ca- 
pacity to yleld again satisfactorily of ite earliest 
crops. 

Meadows are mown and pastures grazed yoar 
after year, without regenerating, until pasturage 
beoomes like the fur of a field mouse, and 
spears of graces like church epires in Kaffer 
L.od—weak aud wide awnder. Rotation in 
crops, or on grazing farms where grain growing 
is not desirable, scarifying the sarface, loosen- 
ing the ligatures of matted roots, running the 
“mole” subsoiler underneath, wrating, and die- 
integrating, then dressing the surface with lime, 
plaster, ashes, marl or the epproved phosphates, 
renovates and reinvigorates these sluggish, 
sleepy old fielde, bringing them up again at lit- 
tle coet, to the best condition of fertility. 

More mistakes are mace in “truck” farming, 
emall fruit culture, and vegetable gardening. Io 
producing fruite of all the smaller classes, and 
vegetable for market, ove crop per season, 
though it may pay fairly, is not the beat economy 
t'at can be pursued. Matters may be 8o ar- 
ranged that in the mejority of instances one ap- 
plication of manure will meke two crops in one 
season, the profits of the firet one paying al! 
expenacs with a balance in favor of the pro 
ducer, while the proceeds of the eecond crop 
will bo all clear gain.
